France and Belginm aud Several 
Other Coantries Mnst Also Share 
the Preference. 



Ottawa, Aug. 7.— The law officers of 

the crown in England have given their 
decision on the question argued before 
them by Sir Louis Davies aa to whether 
the new Canadian tarifl', in extending a 
preference to Great Britaia, violated the 
provisions of the Belgian and Gertuaa 
treaties. They have decided that article 
15 of the treaty with Belginia, and 
article 7 of the treaty with the Gerinaa 
Kollverein, do apply, and that the prefer- 
ence given under the Canadian tariCf to 
Great Britain must be extended to Bel- 
glum and Germany, and that the excess 
of duties upon the goods the products 'if 
those countries imported toCanadaeince 
April 22, at the date the new turili' 
went into effect, must he refunded ; and 
also that those nations baving a treaty 
with Great Britain containing the most 
favored nation clause are entitled to the 
same preference so long as the Ireatiea 
witli Germauy and Beltiium are in exist- 
ence. It follows that as the treaties 
with Germany and Belgium will termin- 
ate on July .'iO, ],S!)8, that after that clato 
none of the nations having the most fav- 
ored nation cluuHC will be entitled to the 
preference. This decision will entitle 
France to the game prefereuLial treat, 
ment aa will be granted Great Britain, 
80 long as the Belgium and Germany 
treaties remain in force. The other 
countries which have most favored na- 
tion treaties with .Great Britain are' the 
Argentine Republic, Australia, Hun- 
gary, Chili, Colombia, Oosta Eica, Rub- 
bia, Sweden and Norway, Switzerland, 
Persia, and two or three other countries 
witli wliich WQ do not trade at all, 

Canadti, of course, does little or no 
trade witli any of those countries except 
i''raiice, Germany and I5elgiuin. Last 
vear we imported fioni these three coun- 
tries about $9,000,000 worth of goods, 
out of a total import of .i;120,000,000. 

The upshot of the whole thing is that 
the goods of these countries will bo ad- 
mitted at the same rates of duty ag Brit- 
ish goods, namely, a reduction of one- 
eijrhth from the general tarifl' until July 
BO, 1S9S, when there will be a return to 
the legitimate operation of the recipro- 
cal clause in the Canadian tariff, con- 
lined to goodR from Great Britain, New 
South Wales and any other country 
which, in the opinion of the Canadian 
government, grants to Canada as favor- 
able treatment aa Canada gives them. 
It was ([uite admitted in the discussion 
of this (juestion last session that if the 
Cierman and Belgian treaties applied, 
the preference would have to be extend- 
ed, the point of dispute between Sir 
Louis Davies and the opposition being 
as to whether these treaties did apply 
or not. 



THE SILVBB STKUGaLB. 

Comfort Taken By The Blmetalllsts Out of 
The British Deliberations. 

LoNiJo.v, Aug. 7.— In reply to Senator 
Wolcott, respecting the participation of 
Great Britaia in the proposed bimetallic 
congress, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach said: 
" It is due, both to the importance of 
the subject and the manner in which it 
has been brought before the English 
ministry by representatives of the two 
countries, that the proposal should be 
very carefully examined and considered ; 
and this progress may become somewhat 
prolonged, owing to the time necessarily 
occupied in communicating with the gov- 
ernment of India." The chancellor ot 
the exche<^uer adds that he cannot say 
with certainty how long these communi- 
catious will take, but he hopes the 
cabinet will be ready to meet the en- 
voys again early in October. While this 
postponement of England's decision de- 
lays the worlv, the American envoys do 
not consider it discouraging. On the 
contrary, they think that GreatBritain's 
interest in the question justlQea them in 
expecting that the Indian mints will be 
opened. They believe that the Times, 
in opposing the re-opening of the Indian 
mints, does not represent the govern- 
ment, but rather city financial circles, 
which are opposed to any change. The 
report made to the governmeat upon the 
mint is understood to be favorable to 
silver. The headquarters of the commis- 
sion will remain in London until Octo- 
ber. Senator Wolcott may visit Aus- 
tralia in the meantime and pave the way 
for negotiatioua with the Australian gov- 
ernment. The commiEsionera do not 
wish to approach other governments un- 
til England's attitude is settled, as her 
participation in the movement, if 
secured, will aid in enlisting others. 
After receiving the English reply, they 
will go to Australia, Germany and Russia 
a that order.

VEEY WARM IN LONDON. 

General Suffeilng; From the Heat 'With 
Water Supply and Crops 
Affected. 

LoN'DON, Aug. 7.— The long spell of 
hot weather was broken by severe thun- 
der storms on Thursday and Friday, in 
which eeveral persons were killed and a 
number of buildings damaged and crops 
sustained serioua injury. 



London, Aug. 7.— The close of parlia- 
ment leaves neither of the political par- 
ties in an altogether enviable fracno of 
mind. The latent anta:^onism of the 
different schools oi the ministerial sects 
has IhreaLeued more than once during 
the past six mouths to bring about civil 
war in the Tory camp, and the recess 
leaves a considerable number of Conser- 
vatives in a state of high indignation and 
resentment. The malcontents claim that 
the legislation has been reactionary and 
socialistic. Many of them are angry at 
what they declare to be a humiliating 
surrender of national honor on the de- 
mand of America. 

The Marquis of Londonderry, repre- 
senting the big class of Tory landlords, 
has lidded to the discomliture by pub- 
lishing yesterday a letter in which he 
practically cuts adrift from the Union- 
ists, saying, in so many words, that ha 
cannot stand the Irish land bills nor Mr. 
Chamberlain's pet measure — the work- 
men's conjpensation bill — which he duba 
socialistic. The iMarquis adds that the 
Conservatives would never have permit- 
ted it to become law if it had been intro- 
duced by Mr. Chamberlain before the 
latter changed bis politice. 

The meoiberB of the oppoeition are in 
no better mood. The rank and file are 
indifferent and quarrelaome, while the 
leaders seem to be lost in the shuffle. 
Lord Rosebery occasionally leaves his 
temporary retirement in order to niike 
a humorous speech, Mr. John Morley 
is seldom heard except at academical 
lectures. Sir Henry Fowler and Sir Henry 
Cam )) bell Banneriiian arequiescent,while 
Jlr. Herbert Asquith has been earning 
Tory cheers for his speeches in behalf of 
the workmen's compensation bill. Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt is alone 
visible, though Mr. Henry Labouchere 
has tried to push to the front by issuing 
a manifesto early during the week sug- 
gesting a new Liberal programme. 
His so-called presumption, however, 
has been snubbed by the heads, of the 
Liberal federation, and his manifesto 
has fallen absolutely flat. As a matter 
of fact the Liberal party seem opinion- 
less as well as leaderless. The conflict 
for the leadership of the party continues 
in spite of this far from hopeful outlook, 



The thermometer registered 90 on [ and should the Liberals again be called 
Wednesday in London, and at Cambridge 
the heat was 18 degrees above the aver- 
age, which has only thrice been reached 
during the last quarter of a century. 
There were over 200 prostrations from 
beat treated at six London hospitala on 
Thursday. There was a third of an 
inch of rain in July. The crops are seri- 
ously threatened, and the experiences of 
the IS'JG water famine in the East end of 
London are already looming up. The 
he^t, which has been unusually pro- 
longed, has affected the London death 
rate. There were2,023 deaths last week, 
of which 1,205 were children, bringing 
up the death rate to 23. G per thousand. 
There were many sunstrokes and general 
discomfort was experienced. 



SAFEGUARDING THE CAPE. 

Immense Proposed Expenditure for a British 
Harbor and Dock. 

LoxDON, Aug. 7. — A dispatch to the 

Times from Capetown says that the im- 
perial government intends to build a 
harbor and graving dock at Simons- 
town, at a cost of £2,500,000. Siuions- 
towa is a town in Cape Colony, at 
Simons Ray, an inlet on the west coast, 
near False Bay, about 125 miles south of 
Capetown, with which it coiniminicatcs 
by a good roail. It is neatly built at the 
foot of Cape mountain, ami has a naval 
arsenal. It is the port to which ships 
resort for repairs.

MoNTRB.^L, Aug. 7.— The reception to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier upon his return from 
his European visit will, it is expected, 
be on (piite a grand scale. The sugges- 
tion finds favor in many (luarters, and 
the reception will partake of the nature 
of a " Laurier day " on his arrival in 
Montreal. The exposition will be in full 
swing when Sir Wilfrid Lrurier is ex- 
])ected to arrive. The exhibition com- 
pany's grounds are large enough to ac- 
commodate the crowd that will wish to 
do honor to the Premier. A banquet 
will be given him by the board of trade 
in the evening.

"The Emperor will achieve imperisli- 
able renown if he succeeds in creating 
an alliance aiming at the annihilation of- 
England's power." 

Continuing the Dutsche Zeitung sng- 
geata that the Emperor Bhould endeavor 
to obtain the closing of Continental porta 
aeainat lOnglish goods. Advices from 
Paris, however, show that there is little 
enthusiasm there on the subject, the 
impression being that France in entering 
into such Rti arrangement is only 
playing Germany's game, and it 
is very doubtful if Prance will de- 
rive material advantages therefrom. On 
the other hand. Great Britain, judging 
from the tone of the press, is absolutely 
iiuliU'crent, and is content to continue in 
her position of " splendid isolation," 
satialjed that either party of the liusso- 
Frencli combination will receive her 
with open arms if she ever desires to 
join them, even though maps are already 
published showing the approaching par- 
tition of the British Empire. 

A BAD CONSDL.

London, Aug. 7.— A dispatch to the 
Times from Berlin says: " The Colonial 

.lournal iiere brands the new American 
consul at Apia an unscrnpulotiB man, 
who coriEiders any means juatiliablo lo 
reach an end.

If the man in the moon is provided 
with a moderately good telescope he 
must certainly have swelled with con- 
ceit last evening at the spectacle of tlie 
many faces upturned to him. His cus- 
tomary aristocratic pallor had been re- 
placed by a ruddy blush, an extremely 
intemperate shade of red, whicli unhap- 
pily betokened at a glance that the moon 
waa half full. At first glance many be- 
lieved it waa not the moon at all that 
they gazed upon, but the mysterious 
fireahip. 

The last persons reported as having 
been privileged to see this fireship were 
liremeu North and Swain, whose story 
was printed yesterday morning. The 
two firemen said in recounting 
their experience that they would 
give a good deal to have 
the mystery explained. Now comes for- 
ward Mr. J. G. Elliott, secretary to tlie 
board of lire underwriters, who under- 
takes to wipe the veil away and set at 
rest the evaporating uncertainty as to 
this Plrange illumination iatbe heavens. 

"What has Ijeen seen by so many 
people of late," says Mr. Elliott, " ia 
very eimplo of explanation. The phan- 
taamagoria is nothing more nor less than 
a hre raft, made and sent out by the 
campers at Cordova Bay. 

" During my stay out there this sum- 
mer, the youthful element constructed 
no fewer than four or five, towed them 
out to sea a conaiderablo distance, and 
when darkness set in applied a match to 
the pile. And there you had your mia- 
terious light in the air— in the reflection. 

" I have often thought how much the 
burning rafts must have resembled ships 
on fire, as they floated forth and back 
on the waves as the wind blew and the 
tides carried them. I have myself seen 
them just as described by tlie two lire- 
men, burnin;^ through the nigut until 
close to the break of day, and lo, when 
the dawn appeared, disappearing 
as if bv magic. The firemen 
described what they saw very accurately, 
but with one natural mistake. What 
tliey took for the object was in reality 
nothing more than its reflection on the 
sky ; while what they took to be the re- 
flection in the water, has been the fire 
raft itself." 

The firemen are not yet convinced, 
however. As North puts it, " that light 
was altogether too bright to be reflected, 
and it did not come from the water, but 
from the sky."

THE WHEEL. 
CKNrUKY IlONOa.S FOR TWO. 

L. A. Campbell, the Esquimalt school 
teacher, and Thomas A. Johnaton, the 
chief local pusher of the Stearns this 
season, will havi^ the honor hereafter of 
wearing the tignificant little arrow of 
the C. li. (J., which certifies them as 
centurions, and more than any other 
emblem proclaims them strong and judi- 
cious riders wlujrevcr wbceliiien may 
meeet tficm. This little bar of plain 
metal is perhaps the most coveted tro- 
phy known to the sport, for it is not to 
be won save by harii and steady riding, 
and it is known and reapectedjn every 
quarter of the civilized world, it is, too, 
the badge of purest amateurism — for 
century riding carries no prizes, and is 
therefore indulged in only by '.hose who 
love sport for spurt'e sake. 

The ride which invests Messrs. Camp- 
bell and Johnston with the title of cen- 
turions of Canada was made yesterday, 
over a rei)oated course to and from North 
fSaanich, the distance being checked just 
a trifle over the required 100 miles. The 
start was made at six minutes past 
four, in order to avoid the greatest heat 
of the day, and no serious mishaps oc- 
curred to mar tho satisfactory perform- 
ance, save that when nearly home, with 
ampUi time in which to complete his 
ride for honor, Mr. A. J. Uallain, a 
third contestant for century honors, met 
with a fall which necessitated his retire- 
ment. This was the more to be re- 
gretted as he had ridden well tlirougli 
all but the last small fraction of the dis- 
tance, andamply redeemed the favorable 
opinion his friends had formed of his 
speed and stamina. Ho had not counted 
upon riding at top speed on the difficult 
trip, but had intended simply riding the 



the Esquimalt cyclist, Mr. Campbell. 
He has long been regarded by all who 
know him iis a jjarlicularly strong rider, 
and after liia experieiu^e of yesterday he 
cannot (lueation the reliability of their 
judgment. Alounled on a — to him — 
strange wheel, a King of Scorchers, he 
Started with tho ottier two just as the 
day was I -ing, and the road to Saaii- 
ich becanie sufficiently light to the reli- 
able. Joiinston made the pace at the 
outset, and made it hot, so that long be- 
fore city folk were even seriously con- 
sidering the queatiOn of getting- up, the 
century ridera had arrived at North 
Saanich and wheeled about for the return. 
Campbell was back at the city hall at 
7:10, upwards of 43 miles having been 
covereil without tho slightest inconven- 
ience ill 3. 01. .lohiison followed in lialf 
a minute later, w'lilo Dallain reported 
for breakfast at twenty minutes after the 
hour. Cam pbell was ou tiie road again 
at 8, and thereafter neither of the other 
two — who rode sociably in company — ' 
caught siulit of him lie had completed 
Ida second round of tho peninsula, and 
was in the (dty at 11 :15, and after taking 
up the requisite 13 •!•.") miles finished bis 
long ride at the Mount Baker hotel just 
one minute after tho clock had btruck 
half after twelve. He was still in tirst 
class riding form, and no one seeing him 
whirl by would have gneaaed for a mo- 
ment from bis appearance that he had 
polished oS a hundred miles, and was 
ready for aa hearty a dinner as a man 
ever had placed before him. 

The time for the ride, eight hours and 
twenty-four minutes, is the best for the 
century that has yet been made in west- 
ern Canada, ttie record hitherto having 
rested at S.59, as placed last year by 
Petticrew and Bush of the Victoria lire 
department. These two thorough sports- 
men had intended taking part in yester- 
day's run, but caught the infectious gold 
fever before the eventful day arrived, 
and are now on their way to the Klon- 
dyke. What Charley Bush will say, and 
Petticrew endorse when the news that the 
record is theirs no longer, their friends 
can approximately "opine." Should 
they return millionaires in a year or two 
it is pretty safe to say that not a week 
will see them settled in Victoria before 
they have another try at the dlatance in 
the hope of recovering the lost honors. 

In the meantime Campbell's perform- 
ance is entitled to all praise as oneof the 
most sportsmanlike rides in the Coast 
historv of cycling, his riding unpaced so 
steadily and for so long a distance, pro- 
nouncing him a very demon for hard 
work. lie is fortunate in the possesBion 
of a sound and strong frame, unweaken- 
ed by any indulcences, and when a 
second party essay the long ride for 
glory two weeks hence, he promises to 
again undertake it, enjoying the ride 
and feeling thoroughly confident that if 
he cares to exert liimaolf he can still 
further reduce the time for the liundred 
over British Columbia roads.

THE PREFERENTIAL FIASCO. ' 

The decision of the law olBcers of the 
Crown on the legality of the dilFerential 
clause in the tariff will be verjr mucli of 
a disappointment to Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and his Cabinet. The eSect of the deci- 
sion will be to cat very considerably in- 
to the cnstoms revenue for the present 
year. Fortunately the dill'erential iluty 
only amounts to about one-eighth, and 
before the 25 per cent, abatement takes 
elTect the German and Belgian treaties 
trill have been denounced. The govern- 
ment will doubtless claim that they did 
their part and that it is not their fault 
that the Imperial authorities have made 
arrangementa whereby tJio Mother 
Country is debarred from taking advan- 
tage of the special privileges conferred 
upon it, which IB true enoagb; but it is 
hardly the question involved. The pol- 
icy of passing legislation of this charac- 
ter was challenged in the house by the 
Conservative leaders upon substantially 
the same grounds as the lnw lords ap- 
pear to have taken. The decision, 
therefore, must be regarded as a distinct 
endorsement of the soundness of the 
Conservative view. What has happened 
is precisely what Sir Charles Tapper, 
Mr. Foster and others said would hap- 
pen. The preferential trade policy, as 
Bucb, fails completely. 



A SENSIBLE ARRANGEMENT. 

The United States government has 
acted with excellent judgment in regard 
to the transit of goods across the narrow 

strip of land at the head of Lynn canal, 
although we suppose tluit in bo doing it 
has made the Seattle people furious. 
The excellent folk down on the Sound 
have been in a species of panic over the 
matter. When told that the Canadian 
duties on foreign goods would be exacted 
they declared it to be all mere Victoria 
bluff, antl went on selling goods and as- 
suring their innocent customers that 
they would never luive to pay a dollar to 
custom house oflicers. When they real- 
ized that the duties would be collected 
they sought to prevent British vessels 
from carrying goods to Lynn canal. It 
seems hardly credible that anyone would 
have gone to the length that they were 
ready to. When a number of Seattle 
people bought goods in Seattle and took 
them Xorth on the Islander, an ellbrt 
was made by some Seattle people tohave 
duties collected at Dyea upon those Am- 
erican goods, on the ground that having 
been shipped from one United States 
port to another and having been carried 
a part of the distance in a Britiah steam- 
er, they were liable to duty if not to con- 
fiscation. If they could have had their 
way the Seattle people would have had 
to pay the United States duties on their 
goods at Dyea and the Canadian duties 
at Lake Tagish, that is to 
say, double duty. They memorialized 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and made 
a great fuss generally. They wanted 
Dyea closed. In fact there was hardly

commercial circles. Xot many persons 
have their fingers more lirmly upon tlie 
business pulse than advertisiu); agents, 
and we may feel very sure that when 
they talk of placing advertisements in 
Canadian papers they believe that there 
is certain to be a large increase in busi- 
Desa between the two countries. The 
letter referred to ia only one of several 
of the same general character. They to- 
gether afford a practical demonstration 
that Imperial Unity is more than a- 
dream of theorists, and is becoming a 
business reality. 

The idea of Imperial Unity is not a 
new one by any means. If we are not 
mistaken, the Hon. Joseph Howe, of 
Kova Scotia, advocated it more than 
thirty years ago. It will be within the 
memory of some of thoae, who recall the 
first Dominion Day, that more than one 
newspaper writer expressed the opinion 
that the Confederation then formed was 
only a precursor of a greater union that 
would embrace the Mother Country and 
the colonies. It must be nearly Ofteen 
years since the Imperial Federation 
League was founded— an organization 
that had never displayed much excuse for 
existence. Lord Rosebery was inclined 
to patronize the league, which made 
quite a stir for a time. Dr. Parkin 
went around the world on a sort of fed- 
eration missionary tour, lie accom- 
plished nothing practical, but that is 
because he and bis associates sought to 
do too much. They sought to make the 
Empire more solid by speech-making 
and the passing of reaolutiona, forgetting 
entirely that British institutiona, like 
British liberty, 

" Broaden slowly dowr. from piccedoiit to 
precedent." 

^'et the League did good work. It 
prepared the way for the events that 
have lately been transpiring, by givinir 
a trend to public opinion, by familiariz- 
ing the people in all parts of the Empire 
with the idea of closer union. 

Imperial Unity may be said to be al- 
ready established. There is no longer 
any doubt that the Mother Country and 
all the colonies feel a boubo of attach- 
ment and interdependence, worth a score 
of written constitutions, and ■ without 
irbich no compact wonld be binding for 
a moment. What the future phases of 
this Unity will be it is uaeless 
to attempt to guess. The states- 
men of the last century would have 
considered the euggestion of bucIi an 
Umpire as we have to-day a speculation 
worthy only of some dreamer about un- 
attainable things. Forty years ago prac- 
tical public men ridiculed the idea that 
the colonial connection was of any ad- 
vantage to the Mother Country, and still 
more recently a doctrine that the only 
possible future for a self-governing col- 
ony was independence found cons idferable 
a' coptance. No one talks this way now. 
vil'-Ui.' which was deemed Impossible U 



1 clamored that they were not being ac- 
corded equal rights, forgetful of the fact 
that they have no rights whatever in the 
premises, but only certain privileges, 
which may be taken away from them at 
any moment. 

The whole matter now stands on a very 
sensible basis. If a man ia foolish enough 
to purchase his supplies in Seattle, he 
can take them to the head of Lynn canal 
in a vessel of any nationality. There he 
will be allowed to land them and pack 
them over the trail. When ho reaches 
Lake Tagish he will have to pay the 
Canadian duties. If he buys his goods 
in Victoria, he can take them North in 
any vessel be chooses, will be permitted 
to land them and pack them over the 
trail in bond , and can pass the customs 
house officers at Tagish without paying 
duties. Til is ia a very sensible arrange- 
ment, and will suit everyone except the 
hysterical people down on the Sound. 



" THE SAVINGS OF JESUS." 

Reference has appeared in the news 
columns of the press to certain manu 
Boriiits found among the rubbish of an 
Egyptian city, whose site even, until 
within a short time, had been forgotten. 
Naturally there is considerable interest 
taken in these writings, and possibly 
there is more or less misunderstanding 
as to what they are. Quite a large num- 
ber of papyri have been found, and a 
few have been deci])hered. One of these 
j)ui'j)orta to contain some " Sayings of 
Jesua," of which five are given. There 
is, of course, no proof that they are what 
they purport to be : that is, there is no 
proof that Jesus ever said what they 
contain. This is, however, the least im- 
portant part of the question, for, except 
that one of them enjoins a much stricter 
Sabbatarianism than the Gospels appear 
to demand, they are of no special theo- 
logical interest. 

They will be deemed of great value 
not only by the Church, but by all 
students of human progresa for reasons 
quite apart from anything they teach. 
They are undoubtedly ancient. No one 
assigns them a later date than the third 
century, and some authorities make 
them even older. They are undoubtedly 
older than any extant MS. of the New 
Testament. They are the nearest ap- 
proach to a contemporary statement in 
regard to the mission of Jesus that has 
been found, if we except the short sen- 
tence in Josephua, wliich some say is an 
interpolation. But some may ask why 
it should be of any value to have con- 
temporary evidence to the effect that 
Jesus, taught and founded a religion. 
Are not the Gospela themselves suffi- 
cient evidence? Wo do not wish to be 
misunderstood, wlien we say that the 
comparatively lato date at which the 
earliest known MSS.of the Gospels were 
written reuders it highly desirable that 
other proof of the exact character of the 



missioh oE Jesus and His teachings 
should be discovered. This is not to say 
that the truth of the Gospel teaching re- 
quires any bolstering up from the 
rubbish heaps of Egypt, If the 
principles therein incalcated have 
not been proved of value by 
many long centuries of erpsriencB, it 
would bo a hopeless task to establish 
them now. The point is that there ia a 
wonderful lack of historical evidence of 
the fact that Jesus ever lived, that is, if 
we disregard the Gospels as history. The 
Gospels are supposed to have been writ- 
ten by men who were contemporary 
with Jesus, and who probably, in all 
four instances, knew him personally; 
but there is extant no original of their 
writings. The oldest gospel MS. was 
written several centuries after the death 
of its alleged author. Tliere are numer- 
ous MSS. of approximately the same 
date, and although they vary in some 
particulars they are all clearly repro- 
ductions of older documents. The dis- 
crepancies between them and the re- 
markable resemblance between sayings 
and deeds attributed to Jeans iind those 
attributed to other great teachers have 
been used as a basis of attack upon the 
existence of Jesus aa a historic person- 
age, and it is not very easy to answer 
such an attack by evidence which the 
sceptic is under any necessary obligation 
to accept. There is always room 
for him to allege that the 
whole thing was a pious fraud, 
and that the New Testament was an 
afterthought of the Christian Church, 
designed to meet the criticisms of the 
learning of the day, which taunted it 
with being a mere modern fad, without 
any sacred literature to support it. 

When, however, there ia discovered in 
an ancient rubbish heap a document 
purporting to contain the "Sayings of 
Jesus," and when this document is 
shown to be much older than the oldest 
New Testament extant MS. and when we 
find in it references to Jesus and a col- 
lection of Ilia sayings, we have irrefut- 
able proof that such a teacher really 
lived, and that lie created such an itn- 
preesion that sayings attributed to Him 
were widely circulated and deemed wor- 
thy of preservation. There ia really no 
good reason to doubt the substantial 
historical accuracy of the Gospels. For 
more than twenty centuries the world 
accepted the Seige of Troy as an histor- 
ical fact without nearly as good evidence. 
Nevertheless, just aa the excavations 
confirmed the story told by Homer, so 
the discovery in the Egyptian rubbish 
heap confirms the faith of the Church 
which accepts the Goapola as veritable 
history. 

There is reason to expect even more 
interesting dieclosurca aa other papyri 
are brought to light and deciphered, A 
suggestion lias been made that possibly 
letters from Pontius Pilate to some con- 
temporary Roman governor may yet be 
unearthed, or that correspondence be- 
tween military commanderamay be found 
that will speak of the events in Jerusa- 
lem which culminated in the crucifixion 
and were followed by the ressorreetion. 
Granting that a great teacher waa cruci-

As the hunter or the miner precedes 
the settler in the opening up of now 
countTies to the -world, so in turn the 
misaionariea of the Roman Catholic 
church, in nine cases out of ten, are 
found in the advance of aportsmen or 
prospectors, blazing the way of civiliza- 
tion wherever men and women are found 
who have not yet received the message 
of Christianity. The Klondyke placer 
fields are no exception to this general 
rule, and now that hundreds aud thous- 
ands are hurrying into that far northern 
wilderness, charmed by the magic and 
color of gold, it is doubly interesting to 
read what baa been said and written so 
long ago as in 188S, concerning the very 
country into which the treasure seekers 
now are pouring. The writer is tBe 
martyred messenger of the church. Arch- 
bishop Seghera, and his observations in 
reference to the character and accessi- 
bility of the country, applying with 
equal force to-day as when the ink waa 
yet wet upon the paper, are set forth in 
his diary, placed in the hands of Biahop 
Lemmens uy .iudge Johnston of Ouna- 
laska shortly after the horrible murder. 
The thread of the story may bo very well 
taken up at the mouth of the .Salmon (or 
Ton) river, on the 3lBt of August in ttie 
year referred to. 

"It was on July 13, as you know," 
the diary of the late Archbishop reads, 
" that I left Victoria to establish a per- 
manent mission in the heart of this ter- 
ritory, and to carry out the designs I 
had conceived during my first e.'cplora- 
tion of the Yukon country in 1877 for 
the Christianizing of the natives. 

TWO ROUTES IjKX before US, 

either the month or the headwaters of 
the Yukon. I went to Alaska, through 
the mouth of the Yukon, in 1877. This 
time I chose the other route — first, be- 
cause, though the mouth of the river 
is easy of access, yet the nnvigation of 
the river up stream is long, tedious and 
dilDcult. Furthermore, tho distance 
from Victoria to the mouth of the 
Yukon, via San I'rancisco, the way I 
started before, is enormous. It ia a 
circuitous trip of a month's duration, 
whereas the trip from Victoria to the 
head waters of the Y'ukon is almost one 
straight line of less than nine fiundred 
milea, and lasted only thirteen daya. It 
is true the portage acrosa the Coaat range 
and some of the rapids is a labor of the 
most exhaustive kind, but thoae dilO- 
culties once overcome, navigation down 
the Yukon river from one end of Alaska 
to the other is free from toll, from 
danger, and comparatively pleasant. 

"We left Juneau on Monday, July 19, 
at 7 p.m. Next morning we were steam- 
ing up the Lynn canal, which is flanked 
by ranges of lofty peaks, each gorge of 
which is filled with a glacier almost to 
the edge of the salt water. Thia channel 
divided itself in its northern extremity 
into two inlets called, respectively, Chil- 
cat and Ciiilcoot. On the former, Chil- 
cat inlet, I saw tho houses formerly oc- 
cupied by the Chilcat Indians. Thia 
used to be the starting point of the 
trail across the mountains over which 
the Chilcats formerly travelled to strike 
the Tah-lvana river and purclinse /ura 
from the Indiana of the interior. Now, 
however, another direction ia followed; 
the starting point is the Cbilcoot inlet, 
and the terminus is the lakes from 
which the mighty Yukon flows. In con- 
.^i]uence of tiiis the Chilcats have all 
ut left their former village on the Chil- 
;it inlet and built up a new one on the 
Chilcoot inlet, making more than a liv- 
ing by packing for white men. They 
have BO far

bueinesB, and take advantage of their 
monopoly to extort as much money as 
they can'from every miner who crosaes 
the country. Not only did they charge 
*i:-i per 100 pounds, but they made us. 
pay them for guiding ua, for ferrying us 
icroaa the river, for looking after our 
safety and that of our packa as they 
termed it, and then they exacted a "pre- 
Hcnt " for having faithfully stuck to 
their bargain. -As a conseciuenco wo 
had to pay them ^30;i. Had not. a char- 
itable peraon paid for my passage and 
that of my companion on the steamer 
Ancon, we should have found ourselves 
short of money and would have beeu 
called to return in quest of cash. As it 
was, we paid our Kold and silver and en- 
tered the Yukon country fulfllling near- 
ly to the letter our Lord's commandment 
to go forth ' without gold, without sil- 
ver, without money in our purees.' 

rVll the urrangcmonts being made 
we started from the Chilcoot villiage in 
a canoe, and saw on our left tho northern 
end of Ciiilcoot inlet, where the Chil- 
coot river empties, and reached tho 
month of a small river called the Dayay. 
Here we met a moat kindly disposed 
Hiberraian, named llealoy, who placed 
us under many and lasting obligations. 
Finally, after more unuecessary delay, 
we left Ilealoy's place and salt water 
navigation, to ascend tho rugged and 
lofty elope of the Coaat range, and to

force our way through a pass into the 
basin of the Yukon. \Ve formed a 
numerous party. Besides the live of us, 
there were five miners and some sixty 
Indian packers, some with over a hun- 
dred pounds on their backs, but all in 
good apirits and great glee to begin our 
wearisome, arduous tramp. It was Sat- 
urday, July 24, the feast of Saint Fran- 
ciacua Solano, an American saint whose 
mass I had celebrated in the morning, 
and in whose interceasiona I placed 
much confidence. 

" A fleet of canoea conveyed moat of 
our luggage to

some eight miles from Healey's place, 
but wo had to do the walking. We first 
waded through the tributary of the 
Dayay, where we had the water to our 
thighs, and were subsequently carried 
by canoes five times acrosa the, Dayay 
and moved into our first camp early in 
tke afternoon, tho water being judged 
too high by tho Indians to be forded. 
We said good-bye to our canoea, slept 
soundly all night, and prepared our- 
selves the following morning for the two 
worst crossinga of the Dayay, in one of 
which a traveller lost his life last sum- 
mer. The first crossing was pretty 
rough. Advancing cautiously with 
iieavy gum boots over gravel 
pebbles and large boulders through the 
snift current of a seething, foaming, 
roaring torrent, nerving myself to the 
utmost to sustain the powerful velocity 
of the liquid element which seemed at 
every moment to lift me from my feet. 
I reached tlie opposite bank, having had 
the water well nigh to my hip, quite 
proud of iny achievement, but, though 
the water was icy cold, covered with per- 
spiration, panting for breath and my 
heart beating violently. A few minutes 
were spent in drying ourselves from our 
drenching, after wiiich wu directed our 
steps to the next crossing, which we 
found worse than the former. Here we 
stood at the mouth of the canyon, from 
which the Dayay, nearly fifty feet wide, 
burst forth at the rate of thirteen miles 
an hour. Some of the Indians formed a 
chain, taking each other by the hand, 
and marching on a line which extended 
down with the current. Preceded by an 
Indian packer and followed by another, 
I resolutely marched 

INTO THE TOUUENT, 

which seemed as if boiling around me. 
I waa very aucceaaful until I found my- 
self a few yarda from the other bank, 
when the velocity of the water forced my 
feet 80 wide apart that I felt I could hold 
the ground no longer. t)ne of my kneea 
bent in spite of me, notwithatanding all 
the efTorla I made to brace myaelf up 
againat the whirlini;, dashing torrent. 
One of my Indiana saw the danger 
I waa in, and reached me his 
hand; and so L found my way safe out 
of the wild and furious atream. All my 
companiona behaved moat gallantly and 
apueared to encounter less trouble and 
diflieulty than I experienced. We now 
entered the narrow gorge throuirh wliicli 
the Dayay flows, marching moat of the 
time due north and on the right or east- 
ern bank, going up atream of the river. 
We crosaed it attain and again, passed 
several of ita tributaries, sometimes on 
logs, at other times by wading through 
the water, but the stream was evidently 
growing smaller the further we advanced. 
We reniaiiieil all that afternoon within 
the line of vegetation, and found the 
brush very tliii^k in aomu places. AlLo- 
gellierit is a rough trail, but not so 
rough as many other trails over which I 
have travelled in Idaho.

made by nature, consistiuK of immenae 
boulders so arranged that they give per- 
fect aheltor both from wind and from 
rain. Thia i)laco ia called Sheep Cami), 
because I supposo it used to he the favor- 
ite resort of a band of mountniu alieep 
and in one jiart of it the bouldera were 
so ingeniously placed alongside of one 
another that they form a perfect binding 
|)lace, called by the Indians ' stone- 
iiouee.' 

" The next morning, July 20, we were 
all up at G o'clock, and lelt Sheep Camp 
a little after 4, full of courage and eager- 
ness to reach and pass the summit. 
Here the ascent became very steep, until 
we stood at the foot of an almost per- 
pendicular wall formed by ro'clca, boul- 
ders and atones of every dimiension, the 
top of which appeared to be lost in the 
clouds. It was a novel sight to see our 
Indian jiackers ascending thia natural 
ladder, clambering the best thoy conld, 
helping tliemeelvea with poles and now 
and then with their liaiida, and apt)nar- 
ing at anmo distance aa it standing tho 
one on tho head of the other, the high- 
eat ones disappearing in the fog. I 
found it rather a heavy taek to Bte|) from 
boulder to boulder, as I had kept my 
gum boota on; but I had nothing to 
carry, tho othera having dextoroualy de- 
prived me of my pack on the previous 
day, in spite of my reiterated protesta- 
tions. The summit ia aaid to be four 
thousand one hundred feet high. We 
Chnlinued on page Six.

reached it at o'olofk. Tlio view is de- 
cidedly beautiful. To the Boiith we 
comuiiuuied the view of the canyon 
through which we Inul painfully tra- 
velled, the enow-capped mountains on 
the Bido of Lynn channel forming the 
background, l-last and west of ua were 
high peaks, which, however, were hid 
from our sight by clouds and thick fog; 
and north of ua lay the extensive coun- 
try of the Yukon, and a red looking peak 
towering above the reat of the moun- 
taine, the foot of which, as we saw af ter- 
■wards, was

of Alaska. At our feot lay a carpet of 
enow and ice of dazzling whiteness, and 
below Htill, a beautiful lake, with azure 
water and the edges covered with ice. If, 
as it appears reasonahle, we coiisidei- 
that lake— Crater lake— as the source of 
the Yukon, then it is a remarkable co- 
incidence that I saw tlio Yukon the lirst 
time this year on the Biuno feast tlmt I 
did in 1877, the feast ol Sc. Anne. Great 
care was needed to pass the snow and 
ice, which formed a steep incline from 
ttie edge of the mountain to the edge of 
the lake. A single misstep would have 
sent ua sliding down, and once started 
there waa no possibility of stopping be- 
fore reaching the edge of the lake, o,000 
feet below. Fortunately, by extreme 
caation, wo avoided ali accidents and 

fob aafely over the dangerous spot. We 
lad scarcely got over the summit before 
we met two white men returning for 
their sled, which we had noticed a few 
minutes before. These two miners had 
been abandoned before reaching the 
summit by their Indian packers, and 
were now themselves attending to tlieir 
own packing and, as I afterwards saw, 
they got along remarkably well. After 
marching down the hill, either on the 
hank of the river that Uows out of Cra- 
ter lake or at !i short distance from it, 
wo reached the shores of a small lake— 
Linderman hike— some eight miles long 
by one mile wide, and camped at tlie 
mouth of the river we had been following 
all day long. Ii; waa about .'J p.m. 
when we reached the lake, having 
made in a little leas than three days a 
trip of only ttirty-three miles from 
Healey 's place, atthe mouth of the Dayay. 
Next day a serious disappointment 
happened to us. Antoine Provot, who 
had followed us from Juneau and on 
whom we relied to help us in building a 
raft, left us, and diaiippeared without 
saying a word. Fortunately tliree of the 
miners with whom we had travelled, 
most generously oflered their services to 
help in building a boat, and took on 
their own raft that part of our luggage 
which two Indians had left behind, 
after taking the rest to the foot of 
Linderman lake. Here that you may 
the better understand our movements, 
I ought to describe 

THE HON OF THE RIVEK. 

Crater lake, as I have already men- 
tioned, lies this Bide, that is, aortheast 
of the divide, and is the first reservoir 
containing water that empties into the 
Hehring sea, a distance of more than 
2,000 miles the way the river flows. 
From this lake an impetuous torrent 
rushes foaminu through a narrow chan- 
nel and empties into J^mderman lake, 
which is fed also by another river farther 
west. There is a northwest current in 
this lake plainly visible, and it finds its 
outlet through ii narrow pass in which 
the water furiously dashes over rocks 
and llowa into another lake called I5en- 
nett lake. The river forming the link 
between Bennett lake and Linderman 
lake is less than a mile lone. It is not 
safely navigable and is consequently 
avoided by a portage called Perrier 
Portage. Lake Bennett, some 20 miles 
long, discharges itself through a short 
river into Tahko (Taku) lake, and this 
one into Mars lake, after \Khich the river 
runs swiftly throush nafrow canyons 
until it reaches Lake Lebargpi Past 
Lake Lebargethe river follows a uniform 
course, receiving several very large 
tributaries, until after uniting itself with 
Stewart river, it definitely receives tlie 
name Yukon and flows placidly toward 
the Behring Sua. Before receiving 
.Stewart river it is called several names 
among the miners, tlie favorite one being 
Lewis. I loft our camp and our party 
at the head of Linderman lake in a 
small canoe with two Indians, to 
remain at the foot of the 
same lake, some aix miles distant, 
and to keep an eye on the baggage 
wiiich ihoEe Indians had already con- 
veyed there in their canoes. The next 
<Iay F.ither Hobaut joined me, arriv- 
ing also in a canoe, and bringing 
my altar so that on the following morn- 
ing, for the lirst tiuio. I had the happi- 
ness to celebrate the holy sacrifice of the 
mass on the hcuhvatiirs of the! Yukon, 
where I believe no mass had ever been 
celebrated before. 

"But wliere was I? Was I still in 
Alaska, inside the line that runs parallel 
with the Coast, or waa 1 in the vicarate 
apostolic of British Columbia, or in my 
own diocese in the far end of the Xorth- 
west Territories of the Dominion? This 
is difficult to determine. I hope, how- 
ever, that some accurate map will soon 
determine all the boundary lines and 
clearly show where the foot of Linder- 
man lake is situated. At all events be- 
fore leaving that place I nailed to a tree

•'Archbishop of Victoria, V. I., ac- 
companied hy Fathers Tosi and Ivobaut, 
camped here'and oll'ered the holy sacri- 
fice, July 150, ISSli." 

"The miners who had travelled with 
U3 here divided themselves into two par- 
ties, each party building a raft for itself 
at the head of Linderman lake, because 
the timber was not long enough to be 
sawn into planks to make a boat. The 
craft of Captain Moore and hia partner 
waa first finished, and they sailed down 
to the foot of Linderman Lake with a 
fair wind and current in a few hours. 
Tlien, unloading tlieir stiiil', they sot 
their raft adrift over the rapids. She 
plunged, heaved, and plunged again into 
the boiling current, and then darted 
ahead as fast as a locomotive, and 
thumped with tremendous force against 
a roi;k, knocking oil' a log on the off side. 
Remaining still, with a slight tremulous 
motion for a few seconds, she shot ahead 
a second time, with all the velocity of 
the current, and daalied against the rocks 
on the opposite side, knocking oil" her 
inside logs. Thep she wliirled and swung 
round, and thdde straightway for the 
rock that divided the water into two 
channels. I sftw^her dart pleaa'dver tl^e 
Tocka and reach Bi^poth watetiaiid itand 
on the sand, wliere Captain Moore had 
cKpected to regain posaeBsion of her. She 
soon 'loaded' again t tmd .off'nhe went' 
the waters of Iteunet lake, with his 



partner,in qaestof timber sufficiently long

The next day Fathers Tosi and Fuller 
arrived with the other party of miners 
on a raft much larger than Captain 
Moore's. The latter was cut in two; 
one part went safely through the rapids, 
but tlie other was "stranded on a rock 
before it reached the most dangerous 
part of the current, and bids fair to re- 
main there until the water rises again. 
That day we had a sumptuous repast on 
a duck killed by Fuller. Four days 
previous it was Father Robaut that shot 
our dinner for ua, in the shape of a 
partridge. After eome deliberation it 
was decided that the three minors, with 
Father Kobaut and Fuller, should pro- 
ceed on the raft to a place where the 
size of the timber would justify them in 
8topi)iiig for the construction of the boat. 
They went twelve miles distant, camp- 
ing on the west shore of Bonnet lake, 
and began at once to saw planks with 
their wiiipsaw." 

After referring with numerous inter- 
esting illustrationB from liis personal ex- 
perience to the plentiful supply of both 
game and lisb, the former principally 
bear and mountain sheep, in the nigion 
which they then had reached, the Arch- 
bishop in his diary proceeds: 

" Without delay we loaded our boat 
with all our stuff and returned at once, 
reaching the cnmp where wo had left the 
two miners on the Thursday morning. 
We discbar^d our cargo, the two min- 
ers placed on board of our boat all that 
part of our baggage which they had been 
compelled previously to put ashore and 
leave in my charge, and aa Father Tosi 
had been left alone bo many days, I vol- 
unteered 

TO in: A IIEUMIT 

in my turn; so that the two miners left 
with Father Tosi, Father Kobaut and 
Fuller, leaving mo alone to watch over 
our baggage. The arrangement was, 
that as soon aa the miners had 
reached Jtheir new camping-place, 
the boat would undergo a thorough 
overhauling, and after being made 
watertight and safe should be brought 
back to my camp to load our baggage 
and to make a definite start down the 
lakes and the Yukon. During my lone- 
ly stay at that camj) on the shores of 
Lake Bennet nothing remarkable oc- 
curred, except a visit I received from 
four minora who had travelled overland 
thirteen days froui the Salmon river, 
being nearly starved to death. I gave 
them supper, as many provisions as 
they needed to reach .luneau, and they 
left, very grateful indeeil, one particu- 
larly, who hailed from Ireland, and 
whose name was Harrington. It was 
nothing but shortness of provisions that 
drove them from their camping ground. 
Their prospects were good, but the water 
remained too high to allow them 
much work in the shape of rain- 
ing. They said they intended to 
return next spring a little earlier than 
they had done this year. To complete 
my account of my lonely stay at camp 
No. 8 on the lakes I must say that I 
availed myself of the absence of others 
to subject my clothing to a close inspec- 
tion. So Saturday, August M, was a 
general washing day, not only the altar 
linen, but towels, haDdkerchiefa, etc., 
underwent; a thorough cleansing. If 
you had seen my clothespins yon would 
jiave been very much amused; some of 
them burst. But, of course, my discom- 
(iture waa all to myself. Monday, August 
I t, was a general mending day, I had 
to remain under my blankets to subject 
some of my clothing to necessary re- 
pairs; perfectly safe from any intruders 
visit. I hope you will pardon me the 
m inutenessof these private details. They 
serve at any rate to give a complete de- 
scription of a missionary's life in a new 
country. The aspect of the country is 
grand beyond description. The moun- 
tains on either aide of the lake are lofty, 

.SIIAGOV, KUCCKD ANO HTlClil". 

They rani;e, 1 preeume, from three to 
four thousand feet above the level of the 
sea. Balsam, tir, hemlock, alder, Cot- 
tonwood and willow are in the slopes of 
the mountains. I saw wild salmon- 
berries, etc. I noticed also some rose 
bushes, but the flowers were not yet 
open. Eagles, gulls, dncka, partridge, 
robina, kiuglishera, swallows, some 
other birds and some singing birds gave 
a very lively appearance to the country, 
even around thelakea. Bears are numer- 
ous ; so are also ground squirrels, rab- 
bita and mountain sheep. Father Tosi 
saw an animal like a very large 
cat standing on the other aide 
of the river connecting Linderman and 
Bennett lakes, but the elionling of fjome 
Indian women frightened it away. Jt is 
sujjposed to be a lynx. Finally, tho 
abundance of fish ia literally incredible, 
ro my great joy my lonely stay on the 
west shore of Bennet lake was brought 
to an end on Thursday, August 111, by 
the return of Fathers Tosi and Robaut 
and Fuller in our own boat, which was 
now strong and water-tight and capable 
of carrying us down the Yukon river. 
We made a definite start the following 
day, Friday, August 20, followed by the 
two miners in their own boat. 

"On Saturday evening we camped at 
the foot of Bennet lake. We reached 
the foot of Taku lake tho following 
evening, passed Lake Marsh on Monday 
and entered the river that connects Lake 
Taku with Lake I^ebarge about noon of 
the same day. 

" Jt was on the river between Marsh, 
or Mini lake, and Lake Labarge that we 
met the most serious

in the shape of a succession of rapids 
about four iiiilea long. The rapids are 
lielween two canyons — Miles canyon and 
White Ilorsa canyon. ICach canyon is 
about one mile long, and they necessi- 
tated, conscii uently, two portages, tlie 
packing of which waa done by ourselves. 
MiloB canyon Ilea between two steep, al- 
most perpendicular, clid'a of basalt, in 
tho aiiape of columua, through which the 
whole river, compressed into a apace of 
fifty feet, ruahea with tremendoua velo- 
city. Tho water boila up in large wavea, 
having a depresBiou in the centre so that 
no floating object can possibly strike 
against the rocks of the bank. 
For about a quarter of a mile 
the banks are nearly parallel; then they 
widen out, the current being more slack 
between two eddies, the water, after 
leaving this wide apot rusliea over a 
large rock into another narrow channel 
and lyavcH the canyon roaring and foam- 
ing, aa if to testify to ita fury. One boat 
waa unloaded and the cargo as I aaid 
packed acroas tho trail along tho canyon. 
Fuller took the holm, Father Robaut 
took one oar, the miner wo had picked 
up and as I did not want to aee my peo 
pie " 
ing

mdtion. My presence seemed to remove 



from, my followers all dread of the 
gloomy canyon. We started oil" at 1 p. 
m., and in a moment the swift current 
caught our boat and whirled it between 
the breakers on each side of the canyon. 
It was a terrible scene. We were visi- 
bly on an incline and ruahing down hill 
with the velocity of a locomotive. The 
roaring of the water, the apray that 
liUud the air all around us, the wavea 
that struck our acowa, which rolled and 
pitched as on ttio billowa of the sea, 
made an impression on our minda that 
will not easily he forgotten. But we had 
no time for rellection. In a few momenta 
we found ouraelvea in a slack current and 
between two eddiea which we had to 
avoid most carefully. 

THEN' ANOTIIEIt I'LUNCiE 

into the rest of the canyon. I'aaaing 
over a rock over which the water poured 
and formed a liquid hill behind ua, that 
screened from our view the head of the 
canyon, we were hauled right and left, 
tossed and shaken, shipping the water 
at intervals and merging from the dark 
place, having made a mile in three min- 
utes and twenty-five seconds. A quick 
motion of the rudder gave a sharp turn 
to our scow and brought her into slack 
water, whilst we landed where three of 
the minora waved their hats at us to 
congratulate ns on the success of our 
acliievement. 

"Wo found ice in our dishpan on 
Wednesday morning, August L'f). We 
loft the foot of iMiles canyon about 7 
o'clock through rapids of a moat danger- 
ous nature, and reached safely the head 
of White Horse canyon, a distance of 
about two miles. Here we had to un- 
load our boat again and pack the cargo 
once more a distance of abuut a mile. 
Next day we let our boat down the can- 
yon, holding her stern from the shore 
with a line and pushing her oil' the 
rocks with poles. This canyon has 
not tho same dreadful appearance 
aa Miloa canyon, but the water is 
shallow and very boisteroua ; it 
rushes over boulders and dashing 
against them, it recoils and boila back- 
wards, covering itself with a white creat 
which some extravagant imagination 
has compared to the mane of a white 
horse. At one moment our boat waa in 
immediate danger of perishing. She 
lilled with water, sank, and, carried 
away by tiie current, snatched the lines 
from the hands that were holding them, 
when, in the nick of time. Fuller cauaht 
the lines with a pole, all joining in a 
supVenie ell'ort got control of the boat 
and b.iught her to an eddy. She was 
promptly hailed out and landed safely at 
the fool of White Horae canyon. 

" We left that camp on the afternson 
of the same day, killed four dncka and 
went into camp two milea below the 
mouth of Jakeena river. Next day, 
August L'7, we had our first enow Storm 
and camped at the head of Lake Le; 
barge, which is forty miles long and 
waa crossed by ua on Saturday, August 
2S. Finally starting again on Mon- 
day, which waa yesterdav, we 
made 65 miles in eight hours, travelling 
not infre(|uently at the rate of twelve 
miles an hour. A loon brought down 
by the gun of Fuller gavo ua last night a 
Buniptuoua supper. We shot at three 
flocka of geese but in vain. We are now 
about to push on northward, and are 
within live days' navigation from the 
mouth of Stewart river, where we shall 
decide on selecting our winter quar- 
ters." 



SCHOOL APPOINTMENTS. 

And Wliat May Happen to the Trustees for 
Itie Metlioda Tliey Follow. 

To THE EnlTOii: — You may or may not 
be in tho coritidenco of the Board of 
School Trnateea for this city of Victoria : 
whether or no I ahould like to ask you 
and your readers if the board lias to 
your knowledge entertained any doubts 
aa to the legality of tho appointment of 
a City Inspector at a salary of $1,800 per 
annum. The gentleman so appointed 
lias no legal atatua in thia province, that 
ia, he has no legal certificate as 
a teacher, and there ia doubt as 
to the legal right of trustees to pay such 
a salary to him, except as a teacher. As 
to inspectors, they are provided by law 
and paid by the department to keep 
their eyes open and their mouths shut; 
and as the department haa created the 
need by keeping all inspectora' reports 
private, of course the department must 
lielp them out. 

Supposing this difficulty overcome, 
have tho truatees duly considered their 
own (lualilications for re-election next 
Christmas after putting an unnecessary 
burden of $1,800 per annum on the long- 
Hudering ratepayers? The voters, whoso 
ballots may be as fatal as bullets, 
are fully aware ol the need of economy 
theae hard times. They refused assent 
to a liy-law, providing !fl(i,000 for much 
nei!ded rejiairs to the N'ortli Ward, the 
lioya' Central and the High schoo' 
They are very much alive to the need of 
a well-iiualilied aaaistant in the High 
school, and it ia there that the money 
should be spent if it can be ali'oriled. 

It IB mucli to he feared that the trus 
lees can give no better reason for the 
new appointment hut the desire to shift 
a heavy responsibiliiy from their own 
ahouldera — in abort tliey want to import 
a Backbone. Tho principala report ([uar 
terly and confidentially to the truatees, 
but this ia not sufficient prop— additional 
backbone is required in the shape of a 
new man not amenable to outside influ- 
ouce. 

To drop hyperbole, it ia whispered that 
tho truateea, great and good aa they may 
bo personally, have many friends of ex- 
ceeding usefulnesa at election times, 
whose inlluence ia freely exercised in 
favor of teiichera in whom they lake a 
personal interest. Of course so much 
tho worse for those who have no personal 
inlluence to bring to hear — no wires to 
pull. WitnesB two steady, clever and 
deserving young men, Mr. Winahy and 
Mr, Currie, who have been alaving with- 
out promotion for two years or more, 
while a atranger (presumably a good 
man) haa got a Klondyke ap- 
pjiniment at Spring Ridge. Besidea 
there are others — and about twenty 
pupil-teacliera who have had the ad- 
vantage of studying the best methods of 
our principals, and have yet been passed 
over when appointmeiila were making. 

It is a slur ujion the principals of our 
Public Bchoola that their reiiorta are not 
mure highly valued both as to their as- 
siatanla and aa to pupil-teachers. If 
tliey are aimply capable and conscienti- 
ous teachers, why pay them 
.f'JO per month for mere depart- 
mental work? i|;76 ia quite 
surticient. It they are paid for supor- 
vision and held reaponaihlo for siib- 
tupervision, their reports ahould at any 
rate be valued for aa much aa they cost. 

The, trustees would do well to ponder 
these ideas, aa the" ratepdyera are aoW

DARCEY ISLAND LAZAEETTO. 

Aid. nicCandless Cites Numerous Reasons 
Why It Should Receive the 
Government Grant, 



Among the interesting business, apart 
from routine, to receive consideration at 
to-morrow evening's meeting of the city 
council, is the question of where the ex- 
pense should rest of maintaining the 
leper lazaretto at Darcey Island. Alder 
man McCandless has taken tbe subject 
in hand and will move the following 
resolution, briefly reviewing the history 
of tbe station and the reasons u^on which 
the claim' is based that its maintenance 
rests properly upon the federal authori 
ties : 

" Whereas subsequent to the estab- 
lishment of the Darcey island leper sta- 
tion the Uominion covernment ajijiro' 
priated the sum of ifl.OOO annually to 
wards the maintenance of this institu 
tion until the 30th day ot June, 1894; 

" And whereas after rejieated and 
urgent applications to the government 
rei)uesting that tbe said grant be con- 
tinued a (iefinite reply has been received 
from the department of agriculture by 
the city of Victoria, dated the 22nd of 
July, 1897, informing the council 'that 
the minister has decided that he cannot 
see his way clear to make any grant '; 

" And whereas by tbe refusal on the 
part of the government to renew the 
grant the entire coat of maintenance of 
the station is thrown upon the cities of 
iS'anaimo, Vancouver and Victoria 

And whereaa the entire cost of the 
maintenance of the leper station at 
Tracadia, N.S., is borne by the Domin- 
ion government ; 

\nd, whereas the disease of leprosy 
has, so far as British Columbia is con- 
cerned, been confintid ex(;luBively to the 
Chinese immigrants, upon which class 
of immigrants the Dominion govern- 
ment levies a head tax of $60, the pro- 
ceeds of which tax go into the Dominion 
treasury ; 

" And, whereas in the estimates for 
1895-96 provision ia made by the gov- 
ernment for tbe continuance of uaid 
grant ; 

" Therefore, be it resolved : 

" (1.) That this council can see no juat 
reaaon why the before mentioned giant 
should be discontinued; 

" CI.) That they can and do see that a 
grave and palpable injustice is inflicted 
on the Haiti cities by the refusal of the 
government to continue the grant; 

" (3.) That in the opinion of this coun- 
cil the largo amount of revenue received 
annually by the Dominion government 
from the ta.x upon Chineeo immigrants 
ought to be sutlicient in itself to guar- 
antee and determine that the relatively 
small sum of .$1,000 be devoted annually 
for the purpose of maintaining a Chinese 
leper station; 

" (4.) That the obligation of the Dom- 
inion government to support the institu- 
tion, if not to maintain it entirely, ia 
demonstrated by all tbe facta of tbe case 
and has been practically admitted by the 
government itself by the consecutive 
payments by it annually of ,^1,000 prior 
to the 30th June, 1SS)4, in aid of the in- 
stitution ; 

" (.').) That this council, feeling cer- 
tain that the department has not given 
the subject the consideration to which it 
ia entitled, requests resiKictluUy that the 
whole matter may be reconsidered by 
the department once more in the hope 
that tlio manifest justice of the applica- 
tion of the cities aforesaid combined up- 
on this matter may improaa itself upon 
the department and induce consent to a 
renewal of the annual grant in aid of the 
leper station at Darcey Island ; 

" And that copies of this resolution be 
transmitted to the municipal councils of 
Vancouver and Nanaimo for -concurrent 
action in regard to this matter."
